Springfield, III. March 23.—[Special.}]—

This arraigument of Broderick wes the 
climax of Mr. Burke's opening argument to 
the jury in the trial of the Chicago senator 
on an Indictment charging bribery in connec- 
tion with the election of Senator Vfilliam 
Lorimer. 

The prosecutor with forceful, logical argu- 
ment reviewed the testimony of Broderick 
and former State Senators Cyril R. Jandus 
and D. W. Holstiaw. On the showing he de- 
manded the defendant be found guilty as 
charged in the indictment. 

He mercilessly scored Jandus for having 
„„ yellow streak down his back,“ as was 
shown, he said, by Jandus’ failure to stand 
by hie friend Lorimer.” He thundered out: 

„ Jandus was in Broderick's saloon for the 
same purpose that brought Holstlaw there, 
walting for the pay car.” 


Jandus Suffers on Stand. 
Jandus was on the stand the greater part 
of the morhing session of court. Under 3 
raipd fire of cross examination the witness 
frequently suffered lapses of memory and 
he was unable to explain the reason for his

Court Refuses to Quash In- 
dictment Against James A. 
Patten and Associates. 


FOUR COUNTS ARE KILLED 


New York, March 23.—[Specia!l.)—Judge 
Noyes of the Untted States Circuit court to- 
day denied the motion of counsel for the de- 

W aussah the indictment found by the 
federal graad jury against James A. Patten 
of Chicago, Eugene G. Scales, Frank P. 
Hayne, William P. Brown, and Robert M. 
Thompson, in conenction with last year’s 
cotton pool. 

At the same time the court sustained de- 
murrers to four of the eight counts in the in- 
diotment: and overruled the others. The de- 
murrers sustained were those interposed to 
counts three, four, seven, and eight. The 
principal questions raised on the demurrer 
were: 

Are the counts sufficient which contain 
no averments of overt facts? 

Do the so-called “corner counts 
charge a violation of the statute? 

Does the third count—the power 
count—state a conspiracy to monopolize, 
in violation of the statute? 

Are the fifth and sixth counts invalid 
for duplicity? 


Indictment et Conspiracy. 

The indictment. charge’ @ conspiracy to 
attempt to monopolize the market in cotton 
in violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Judge Noyes holds that the charge of con- 
spiracy may be made without the citation of 
overt acts, saying thet “ the Sherman law is 
independent of the earlier conspiracy enact- 
ment, and the latter does not purport to be 
a statute of definition. While the offenses 
which it fs directed against require overt 
acts, there is no warrant for reading its 
limitation into this seperate, distinct, and 
complete enactment.” 

As to the seventh and eighth counts, which 
charge “ running 4 corner in cotton,“ Judge 
Noyes sustains the demiurrers. He says: 

“Corners are fllegal. 
tions contrary to public policy and all con- 
tracts and undertakings in support thereor 
are void. . But While a corner is legal 
because it is 4 combination which arbitrarily 
controls the prices d a commodity, it can- 
not, etrictly speaking, be called a combine- 
tion in restraint of competition. 

“On. the contrary, the bidding up of the 
prices incident to the creation of a corner 
necessarily increases competition. 
in trade, temporarily at least, follows in- 
creased demand. Everything tends to stimu- 
late competition, although een and 
teverisbly. 


“Corner 3 Wrong.“

Con- 
sequently, while I will accept as allegations 
of fact the averments of the indictment con- 
cerning the necessary and unavoidable re- 
sults of the acts of the conspirators. I cannot 
consider such averments as precluding ex- 
amination into the question whether it ap- 
pears that the direct. as distinguished from 
the indirect, incidental, or rémote, effect of 
the alleged conspiracy was to réatrein or 
obstruct interstate commerce.”

LEHMANN ESTATE 
TO BUILD HOTEL 


12 Story $2,000,000 Apart- 
ment Building to Be Erect- 
ed on Sheridan Road. 


OCCUPIES ENTIRE BLOCK. 


The N. J. Lehmann estate ts arranging for 
for the constriction ot un apartment hotel on 
the north side, which in size, cost, elegance 
of finish, wil) rival the best of the great New 
Tork buildings of this character. 

Tt wil occupy the entire block bounded by 
Sheridan road, Commonwealth avenue, Di- 
versey boulevard, and Surf street, win be 
twelve stories high, of fireproof construction, 
and, according to estimates, will cost approx- 
imately $2,000,000. 

The plans for the building, which have been 
prepared by Architect Edmund R. Krause, 
are to a certain extent tentative, as many 
details have not been decided upon, but the 
exterior of the building, as designed by Mr. 
Krause practically is assured, with possibly 
a few minor changes. 


Fronts 400 Feet on the “Drive.” 

There also is some uncertainty as to when 
the work of construction will begin, this de- 
pending on the satisfactory conclusions ot 
necessary financial arrangements, but It Is 
expected that a start will be made by the 
early part of 1912 at the outside. 

The building will have a frontage of 400 
feet on Sheridam drive and Commonwealth 
avenue, and 260 feet on Diversey boulevard 
and Gurf street. It will stand 25 feet back 
from the sidewalk, the intervening space to 
be made attractive by flowers and shrubbery 

It will be the shape of the capital letter H. 
the transverse section rising to the same 
aeight as the two main sections,and probably 
will be surmounted by a dome. The ground 
floor will be occupied by lobbies, pariors, 
tea rooms and café; but the main dining 
room, as well as the kitchen, wil! be on the top 
floor, where will also be a large ball room, 
with a handsome roof garden surmouming 
the Whole. 

Surrounded by 25 Foot Veranda. 

The building will contain from 1,200 to 1,300 
and possibly 1,400 rooms, and so arranged 
that they can be divided into suites of as 
many rooms as may be desired. Corridors 
will traverse the three sections, thus giving 
a maximum of light and outside rooms. 

There will be two main entrances, on Sheri- 
dan drive and Commonwealth avenue, re- 
spectively. The exterior finish of the bulld- 
ing Will be of a light shade of terra cotta, 
end the building.will be surrounded by twen-

The lives of seventy-five nonunion lnemen 
of the Chicago Telephone company Were eB- 
dangered last night when a dynamite bomb 
was hurled toward a barm and storehouse of 
the company at West Fifty ffth and L 
Salle streets. 

Earlier in the day a fight between about 6 
dozen striking linemen and a nonunion line- 
man in the rear of the Alexandrie hotel in 
Rush street ended with a fussilade of shots 
fired by the nonunion man. One of the strik- 
ers ig said to have been wounded. The 
wounded man was hurried by his friends 
from the scene and the nonunion man hed 
fled before the police arrived on the scene. 

The bomb was aimed at the open door of a 
cement room gunk in the ground in the rear 
of the barn and the storehouse. There is 
stored in the cement house about 150 gallons 
of gasoline, and it was evidently the object 
of the bomb thrower to set fire to the gasoline 
and destroy both the barn and the store- 
house. . 

The aim of the thrower was bad and the 
force of the explosion krocked off only a 
little of the roof of the sunken room, 


Climax of Linemen’s Strike. 

The throwing of the bomb marks the climéex 
of a war which has been waged on the tele- 
phone: company as a result of the strike 
ef linemen. A number of cables have been 
cut. 

The explosion occurred at 9:15 octet 
after nearly all the seventy-five non- 
linemen employed on, the south side had te- 
tired to their bunks in the three story bork 
storehouse and barn.

CALLS IT A BIG MISTAKE. 


ROMP, March 23.—The visit of Deputy 
Bissolati, leader of the Socialist pariiamen- 
tary ‘group at the Quirinal today, where 
King Victor Emmanuel consulted him re- 
garding the ministerial crisis, is considered 
@ political event of great importance 

Bissolati wore his usual shabby suit of 
gray, with a soft black hat, and looked the 
true type of the proletariat. His conversa- 
tion with the king lasted an hour, and he 
expressed the opinion that former Premier 
Giolitt] was best adapted to solve the serious 
problems arising through the resignation of 
Premier Luszatti. 


Pleads for Universal Suffrage. 

Deputy Bissgolati presented arguments to 
the king on the advisability of conceding 
universal suffrage and he outlined the best 
means to bring about this reform. | 

Thie move upon the part of his majesty is 
unprecedented, the present being the first.oc- 
casion of which a Socialist deputy has en- 
tered the Italian royal palace to peak with 
the king. 

But, beyond this, the audience was notable 
for the reason that it was Bissolati who, 
during one of the stormiest sittings of the 
chamber of deputies in 1900, when obstruc- 
tionista were blocking the proceedings, 
shouted loudly three tines, Death to the 
king.” 

A few months afterward Humbert was as- 
sassinated by the anarchist, Maetano Bresci, 
at Menza. 


Giolitti May Be Next Premier. 

Later in the day the king received Signor 
Giolitti in audience, and it is believed his 
majesty Tatrusted to the former premier the 
task of forming a cabinet.

SUFFRAGISTS ALSO WIN. 


Franchise Issue Now Is Up to the 
House and Its Sponsors 
Are Confident. 


Springfieid, III. Mgrch 23.—[Special.]—The 
genate session today was crowded with action 
and the house also had a busy day. Amid 
stormy sceries the senate passed the Juul Chi- 
cago Outer harbor bill by a vote of 30 to 11. 
This action was in the face of uproarious 
opposition based on an expressed belief that 
the sanitary district is not bound to an outer 
barbor, but will go ahead under the bill and 
construct a harbor in the Chicago river and 
use the power conferred by the bill tn con- 
structing warehousee, railroads, or other 
commercial projects. 

The woman suffrage bill, with a referendum 
clause, passed the senate on third reading. 
It is now ready to be pushed on the floor of 
the lower house.

SENATE BILLS PASSED. 

Springfield, Ill, March 23.—Senator Hen- 
son's employés’ compensation act was passed 
in the senate today by a vote of 41 to O. It 
provides compensation for accidental injuries 
‘or death suffered in the course of employ- 
ment. It compels einployers to pay to em- 
ployés’ survivors, whom the employé has 
supported, four times the annual earnings of 
the employé, not to exceed $3,600. If there 
are no survivors the amount shall not be 
more than $150, together with burial ex- 
penses.

By Balley—Prohibits' public drinking of intox!- 
cants on streets, street cars, railroad trains, ex- 
cept railroed buffet and dining cars Violation 
punishable by $5 to $25 fine and imprisonment not 
over thirty days. 

By Gorman—Includes police da rol driveas in 
Chicago police pension fund system. 

„The following bills were advanced to sec- 
ond reading at the senate: 

By O’Connor—Companion measure of the Chi- 
cago outer harbor bill. It is designed to give 
Chicago the right to own, operate and lease to 
firms or corporations docks, wharves, elevators, 
warehouses of all kinds, vaults, railroad and 
street railway tracks, terminals, car ferries, lines 
of Mghterage, and all other appropriate termina! 
facilities. The bill is intended to reserve to Chi- 
cago supervision and control, over the operations 
of the Chicago sanitary district. 

By Ettelson-— Changes election time of Cook 
county Superior court judges as follows: One 
judge on first Monday in June, 1915; six jucges on 
first Monday in June, 1916; four judges on Tuesday 
after first Monday in November, 1911; one judge 
on Tuesday after first Monday in April, 1913.

. ‘TURKEY AND GERMANY. 
While Abdul Hamid reigned the relations 


of Turkey and Germany were eminently 
friendly. The kaiser cultivated the suitan, 
and in return got valuable railroad con- 
cessions stretching from the coast of Asia 
Minor to the Euphrates. The politica! sig- 
nificance of the Turkish loan recently taken 
by a syndicate of German and Austrian 
banks is unmistakable. It means the def- 
inite alignment of Turkey with those inti- 
mate allies, Germany and Austria. From 
now on the rulers of the petty kingdoms of 
the Balkans had bettér give up the hope of 
territorial aggrandizement at the expense of 
Turkey and keep the peace. Turkey has 
powerful friends who will defend its inter 
ests when not conflicting with their own. 
The Turks, unable thus far to reform 
their finances and obtain an adequate rev- 
enue, tried to borrow from the French 


bankers, ‘They were willing to lend, but | 


asked a pledge of customs revenues as se- 
curity, The Turkish minister of finance 
would not comply with that condition. He 
thought it humiliating, now that Turkey 
had a constitution and was promising to 
manage its financial affairs correctly. After 
fruitless negotiations with English money 
lenders the Turks turned to Germany. 
There they got the $31,000,000 they want- 
ed. The imperial government let the bank- 
ers understand that it was quite willing they 
should make the loan. It would afford an 
opportunity for a profitable investment of 
German capital and would be politically ex- 
pedient. The proceeds of the loan, it is un- 
derstood, are to be used for the building up 
of the army and navy. The German govern- 
ment has already sold to the Turks some old 
ships as the nucleus of a navy. If the loan 
went in part for the purchase of more, or 
for the construction of new ships in German 
shipyards, that would be good business. 

That is a trivial matter, however, com- 
pared with what Germany expects to gain 
through the development of Asia Mmor 
under German auspices, which is to go on 
now without let or hindrance. The railroad 
to Bagdad and the Persian gulf, a distance 
of 1,400 miles, of which only 150 have been 
built, is now to be pushed to early compie- 
tion. The Turkish government guaranteed 
a certain annual puyment for each mile com- 
pleted, and part of the new loan may be used 
in those payments. The opening of this 
road, coupled with the recent agreement 
with Russia regarding Persia, will create 
ultimately a most profitable German trade 
in the last naimed country. The kaiser is 
an adept in “dollar diplomacy.” He does 
not consider it beneath his dignity, and 
Secretary Knox should not be sneered at 
for trying his hand at it.

ICTOR S. RUBLENS, who has just 

been convicted in the United States 

District court at Philadelphia of the 

crime of using the mails to defraud, 

posturing as a representative of the 
French Credit bank at Paris, is the same 
individual I exposed as a fraud in these 
letters a little over a year ago. 

At that tline he was passing himself off in 
the southern states as a French Prince ** 
Victor, Ruelens, describing himself as a 
French citizen whose princely title was be- 
stowed upon his great-grandfather by the 
firet Emperor Napoleon. 

The good people at Meridian, Miss., took 
him at his face value, and entered exten- 
sively into his schemes, which included the 
construction of a railroad from Meridian to 
Natchez and the acquisition of the control of 
the Missiseinpi Western railroad. 

So impressed were the Meridianites that a 
banquet was given at the Great Southern 
hotel by the mayor of Meridian in honor 
“Prince” Ruelens, and of the lady who 
was announced by the local papers to be his 
flancée, Miss Lilian Seltzer of Philadelphia. 
The remainder of the prince’s party com- 
prised a Mrs. De Wald, mother of his flancée, 
and his secretary, H. A. Garshelis, 

Two citizens of Meridian, with more per- 
spicacity than the others, were unfavorably 
impressed by the pseudo prince, and wrote 
to me, whereupon I pointed out to them in 
print that the man was an impostor, and 
that there Is no record of the great Napoleon 
having ever conferred the title of prince, of 
count, or even of baron, upon any one of 
the name of Rueliens. 

ame 

Moreover, titles bestowed by Napoleon, 

like those of the Bourbon kings of France, 
only descend by primogeniture, through the 
male Hne direct, and consequently Ruelens 
cannot put forward the plea that he has 
inherited his princely coronet through the 
distaff side of the house. 
Although he gave at the time his place 
of residence as Paris, yet there was not then, 
nor is there today, any member ofa reputable 
club in the French capital who bears the 
name of Ruelens, either with or without the 
title of prince. 

Nor can any such name be found in such 
standard works of reference as the “An- 
nuaire de la Noblesse, the Hogiler,’’ or 
even the Hachette,“ the Tout Paris,“ or 
the Bottin Mondaine,“ which may be re- 
garded as constituting the counterpart of 
the *‘ Social Register of the big cities here 
in America. 

The only trace of any Victor Ruelens that 
I could find was in the commercial] direc- 
tories of Paris, where, among the tradesmen, 
there is a solitary individual of that name, 
whose calling is appropriately described as 
“‘fumisterie.”” This has a double meaning. 
It stands for chimney sweeping and con- 
struction, and also for à hoax.“ 

—— 

I notice that when brought befére the 
United States District court at Philadelphia 
from his office in the Lafayette building there 
Ruelens did not any longer adorn himself 
with the title of prince, which he had turned 
to such good account in Mississippi and 
other southern states, but declared he was 
related to the French Duke de Bauffremont. 

This statement is as wholly mendacious as 
his claim to be a French prince. The Duke 
de Bauffremont, as I need scarcely add, has 
no kinsman, far or near, bf the name of 
Ruelens, or who answers in any respect to 
the French @windler who has just been con- 
victed at the federal courtsof Philadalphia. 

De Bauffremont, who is a duke in France, a 
prince of the kingdom of Sardinia—now of 
Italy—a prince of the holy Roman empire, 
and a grandee of the first class of Spain, 
makes his home at 87 Rue de Grenelle in 
Paris and at the castle of Bauffremont in 
the Vosges. 

Either he or his eldest son, Theodore de 
Bauffremont, who on his mother’s death 
succeeded to her Spanish title as tenth Duke 
of Atrisco and as eleventh Marquis de la 
Vega, doubtless will, if applied to, bear out 
my statement that they have no knowledge 
of any relative of the name of “ Prince” 
Victor Ruelens.

France’s new premier, Senator Monis, who 
rejoices in the Christian name of Antoine, 
is, like so many other men who hal) from 
the Gironde district and from Bordeaux, a 
Protestant, and a devout one at that, differ- 
ing in this respect from most of his prede- 
cessors in office, who were elther professed 
atheists or Roman Catholics at war with 
their church. 

The fact ef his being a Protestant will

persecution suffered by their coreligionists. 

Moreover, the Protestants are just as much 
averse as the Catholics to the endeavor to 
instill atheism into the boys and girls at- 
tending the public schools, and resent the 
efforts made by the teachers to destroy 
every vestige of religious belief in the minds 
of their pupils.

Besides being a distinguished lawyer, who 
was leader of the bar at Bordeaux before 
joining that of Paris, Monis is oné of the 
most successful distillers of cognac in France 
and a part owner of the Continental hotel, in 

ris, where, indeed, he makes his head- 
quarters when in the metropolis, and where 
the construction of his administration was 
arranged. 

In living at the Continental he is guflty of 
a violation of one of the ethics of the Paris 
bar, which requires that its members should 
be living in a residence where the furniture 
belongs to them. In fact, before a young 
man is admitted to the bar in Paris he has 
to satisfy the board. of examiners that he is 
“dans ses meubles (in his own furniture). 
Monis Is a man with a singularly genial 
manner, much lucidity of mind, a keen sense 
of humor, and, above all, a great amount 
of tact, which he showed as minister of 
justice of the Waldeck Rousseau adminis- 
tration in his management of the Court of 
Cassation, or Supreme Court of Appeal, in 
the Dreyfus affair. 

He ts short. with gray, close cut hair and a 
pleasant smile. He is 65 years of age, and 
seems thoroughly to appreciate the fact that 
the dominant, figure of his administration 10 
Delcasse, minister of marine.

Such as the south- 
east corner of Grace street and Francisco 
avenue and the southeast corner of Grace 
and Richmond streets; also a few others ip 
Alis vicinity. 

(8) Why does not the ward superintendent 
keep the plank crossings over unpaved 
streets and alleys in repair? For instance: 
Whipple street, from Elston avenue north; 
Richmond street, from Grace street north; 
Francisco avenue and Mozart street, from 
Waveland avenue north; Waveland and 
Grace, from Ric! east to Mozart street, 
also Byron street. 

(4) Why does the police department allow 
wagons to spoil cinder walks on Francisco 
avenue and Mozart street, from Grace to 
Byron, so they (the Wagons) can make a 
short cut over the vacant land? Why are 
cement walks not laid on this open stretch of 
land, or why does not the city force owners 
to put in a better cinder path? 

(5) Who dug up Addison street at Sacra- 
mento to lay a hose from the fire plug on the 
northwest corner to the southeast corner? 
Was a permit issued? Does the city get 
paid for the water that is drawn from this 
plug? H. J. B. 


No. 1. The east side of Francisco avenue be- 
tween Weveland avenue and Grace street is in a 
special assessment proceeding for cement side- 
walks, on which the assessment roll has been con- 
firmed, and the work will be done early this sum- 
mer 


No, 2. Under the terms of section 34 of the local 
improvement act, where the owner of any frontage 
included in the improvement constructs his walk 
within forty days after the passage of the ordi- 
nance he cannot be assessed, and in the cases men- 
tioned the records show the frontages in the block 
were constructed by the property owners, leaving 
no frontage to aeseas for Intersections. This work, 
| therefore, cannot be dome except through special 
appropriation by the city council. 

No. 8. In Avondale there has been spent only a 
small part of the appropriation avallable for plank- 
ing street crossings. A greater need existed for 
such crossings along the new extension of the Chi- 
cago Railways line on Grand avenue to Seventy- 
throughout some new subdivisions 
north of Montrose avenue, between Irving Park 
avenue and Montrose avenue from Mozart street 
west, and in through Cragin and Hansen Park, 
than did exist on either Whipple street, Richmond 
street, Francisco street, Waveland avenue, Grace 
street, or Byron street between the points men- 
tioned. Plank crossings are being repaired and 
put in at the present time in the Twenty-seventh 
ward and streets mentioned above will be reached 
within a week or two. 

No. 5. The Commonwealth Bison company is 
making concrete posts at the southeast corner of 
Sacramento avenue and Addison street, which are 
both unimproved at this point. Permit for use of 
water hae been taken out and to obtain same they 
have sunk a three inch hose across Addison 
street. The Commonwealth Edison company hase 
been notified to restore the street properly when 
its work is completed.

LEADER OF POLICE 
LEAVES CHICAGO 


W. F. Stine, Head of United 
Organization, Credited with 
Political Aetivities. 


RETURN NOT EXPECTED. 


Departure Raises a Discussion of 
the Probable Fate of $60,- 
000 “Slush Fund.“ 


William F. Stine, president of the United 
Police, and believed responsible for the po- 
litical activities of the police in recent elec- 
tions, has left Chicago and his returu .s not 


| expected. 


More than two weeks ago he quietly ob- 
tained a three months’ leave of absence from 
Chief Steward, with the explanation that he 
had been offered a position in a southern 
lumber mill which he wished to “try out.” 
He said that he did not wish to resign until 
he determined whether the new place would 
suit him, but that he probably would take his 
formal departure from the police force be- 
fore his leave expired. 

Discuss Fate of “Slush Fund.” 

With his departure there was resumed in 
the confidential circles of the police the dis- 
cussion of the mysterious fate of the alleged 
collection of a “slush fund of $60,000, un- 
contradicted reports of which, coupled with 
statements that it was raised by the police 
to bring about the granting of salary in- 
creases in the 1911 budget, caused the de- 
feat of the policemen’s petition on the floor 
of the council a month ago. 

Comparatively few members of the force 
knew that Stine had left Chicago. It wes 
reported that he had taken his family with 
him and had dlosed his residence in Wash- 
ington Heights. The first credence given the 
report that he had dropped hie former ac- 
tivities came when policemen in the city 
hall who had heard rumors to this effect, 
attempted to reach him on the telephone at 
his residence. No one answered the calls, 
which were repeated frequently. 


Not Recently on Active Duty. 

His absence was the more unnoticed be- 
cause’fof the greater part of the year that he 
hes oecupied the chieftaincy of the police or- 
ganization he has been relieved from regular 
duty. During this time he has made a sort of 
informal headquarters of the office of Assist- 

t Chief Schuettler, where he kept in touch 
* other leaders of the United Police. 

A part of his time recently he spent et 
Springfield in support of various amendments 
to the pension law, and when for a few days 


| he was not seen about the city hall or his 


other regular haunts it was presumed that he 
was engaged at the capital on similar meas- 
ures. 

“Stine came to me something over two 
weeks ago, safd Chief Steward. and asked 
for a three months’ furlough, which I granted 
to him after his explanation of the cause for 
his request. He said that he had t cousin in 
Texas, I believe, who owns a lumber mill and 
who had offered him a position at $2.000 a 
year. He said that he did not want to resign 
his position at once, but explained that he 
probably would remain fn the south if the 
position proved all he expected.“ 


Circulation of Tickets Recalled, 

Last. October, preceding the November elec- 
tion, there appeared secretly in every police 
precinct in the city long tickets bearing the 
names of candidates said to have made prom- 
lses to the police organization. They were 
circulated among most of the members of the 
force with the injunction to “ vote and work 
for these candidates 

A storm of public protest followed; but in 
spite of it a second ** police ficket made its 
appearance -ehortly afterward containing 
some names that had not appeared on the

GIRLS AND WIDOWS EXEMPT. 


Thinks Something Must Be Done Quick- 
ly to Encourage Matrimony. 


Madison, Wis., March 28,—[Special.J—A 
bill to promote matrimony by levying @ tax 
of $5 annually on spinsters over 2% yeare of 
age and by establishing a state bureau to 
help old maids find husbands was introduced 
in the lower house today by Assemblyman 
Carl Hansen of Manitowoc. 

“The bill is no joke, said Mr. Hansen. 
“The alarming decrease of marriages. in 
Wisconsin demands intervention by the leg- 
lsla ture.“ 

The bill provides for a state matrimonial 
commission to consist of Gov. McGovern, 
C. E. Shaffer, chief clerk of the assembly, 
and State Supt. of Public property William 
L. Essman. 

The commission is to publish pamphlets 
containing pictures and descriptions of mar- 
riageable women and seek to Introduce them 
to marriageable men. Maidens under 25 
years of age and widows of any old age are 
to be exempt from the state tax, on the theory 
that they don't need the help of a matrimonial 
bureau.

IN RATE DEMANDS 


Claim They Ought Not Be Re- 


quired to Make Certain 
Interstate Cuts. 


DEFEND THER ATTITUDE 


Eastern Lines Say Through Rates 


Are Constructed to Proteet 
Selves and Allies. 


The railroads running east of Chicago have 
gerved notice upon the interstate commerce 
commission of their intention to insist on per- 
mission to disregard the long and short haul 
Clause of the amended interstate commerce 
law in all cases where their rates are now 60 
constructed that they will violate the law 
unless approved by the commission. 

The declaration of the roads is in reply to 


an order from the commission directing them 


to file by April 1 complete statements of all 
rates on which they desire exemption from 
the operation of the clause, under the discre- 


' tion conferred by law upon the commission. 


Instead of filing the list, which the roads 
yay would Be a physical impossibility in the 
Gime allowed, they have addressed a commu- 
yication to the commission. They claim they 
ought not to be required to reduce all inter- 
state fares to meet the reductions ordered by 
state commissions. and legislatures. Also 
that they ought to retain the custom of round- 
ing out all rates so as to end in O or 5, although 
this causes a slight violation of the law. 


Commission Is Given Discretion. 

The law as amended prohibits charging a higher 
rate for a distance or for a through rate 
than the sum of the local rates, but gives the com- 
mission discretion as to exceptions and the dates 
on which it ts to go into effect. Thousands of 
rates throughout the United States as now con- 
structed are in violation of the law, but the com- 
mission bas given the roads time to readjust their

TAFT MAY FIGHT LOAN SHARKS 


President to Be Urged to Rid De- 
partments of Shylocks. 


BORROWS $5; OWES $150 NOW 


Government Clerks Preyed Upon By 
Associates in Bureaus. 


[BY A, STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Special. ]}~— 
President Taft is to be asked to use his power 
to rid the executive departments of loan 
sharks and to urge congress to pass a law 
regulating the chattel and salary loans busi- 
ness in the District of Columbia. 

The enlistment of the aid of the president 
is the direct result of the discovery that the 
employés of departments are burdened with 
debts to other employés who loan small 
amounts at exorbitant rates of interest. What 
business of this character that the depart- 
ment loan shark leaves is picked up by half a 
hundred salary loan concerns that thrive on 
what they wring from government clerks. 


Borrowed 85; Now Owe $150. 

A few days ago William Waple Jr., an em- 
ployé of the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing, confessed that he had committed forgery 
in an attempt to get money with which to 
pay off a debt to a lender who was a fellow 
empboy6. He originally borrowed $5, and 
the principal and interest at the rate charged 
now amounts to $150. 

Director Ralph started an investigation 
and discovered ten employés who had been 
loaning’ money to their associates in the 
bureau. They charged 10 per cent a week, 
the usual minimum loan shark rate. The 
director discharged five of the men and filed - 
charges today. with Secretary -MacVeagh 
against the other five, whom he suspended. 


Live from Hand to Mouth. 

It is well known in official circles that simi- 
Jar conditions prevail in all other depart- 
ments and bureaus. The extent to which 
government clerks, living from hand to 
mouth on salaries of from $750 to $1,200, 
are the prey of bleeding lenders is regarded 
as a national scandal. The loan sharks in 
Washington are said to do a larger business 
than in any other city of its size. 

There is a public loaning company, but so 
small as to be absolutely ineffectual! in lees- 
‘ening the evil through competition. A bill 
regulating loan agencies and limiting inter- 
est in chattel and salary loans to 2 percenta 
month was introduced in the last congress, 
but failed of consideration.

[May Is Weak, with Buying of, 


HAVE REACTION 


Deferred Months Based on 
Dry Weather Map. 


GENERAL NEWS BEARISH. 


Cash Trade Continues Dull; Pro- 


visions and Coarse Grains 
Are Easier. 


Wheat was firm in the early trade yester- 
day, due to continued dry weather reports 
from the northwest, and prices were a little 
firmer. Later in the day the Minneapolis 
market turned heavy and there was unload- 
ing by local traders who had bought early. 
The buying of deferred futures against sales 
of the May was again the feature and re- 
sulted in a shrinkage of the May premium 
over July to %c. At the close, prices were 0 
to Me lower for the May, a shade lower for 
July, and a trifle higher for the September. 

Outside of the dry map there were few news 
developments favorable to the bulla Foreign 
news wae bearish and reports for the winter 
wheat country were as favorable as any yet 
received. The crop experts who have ex- 
amined the Kansas crop, say that the eastern 
two-thirds of the state will raise a fair crop 
for the state regardless of the conditions in 
the western part. Even in the west, it is 
stated, that with good rains in April, there 
will still be a chance for a fair yield. On pres- 
ent conditions estimates of the Kansas crop 
ranged from 60,000,000 to 75,000,000 bu. 


News Is Mostly Bearish. 

The Price Current inits weekly report gave 
a bearish résume of the winter wheat situa- 
tion and said there had been less than the 
usual amount of winter killing from freezing 
and thawing. It stated that the general out- 
look was favorable. In regard to the north- 
west, the best posted people in the trade 
maintained that it is still to early to venture 
any prediction as to what the outcome of the 
spring wheat crops will be. Usually, the 
spring wheat crop is made by rains after 
April 1. Minneapolis Septembér wheat turned 
weak and indications were that there wae 
small outside buying in the market. Ne- 
braska conditions are regarded as especally 
favorable, Inglis reporting a good stand and 
a little winter killing.

ger of fouls. — 

according to the rules laid down by the 
managing committee only four men will be 


allowed to represent each institution in each 


swimming event. In the track events, three 
may compete in the quarter mile, one in the 
“half, two in the mile, two in the two 
alle. In the hali, mile, and two mile rurs 
any runners who are lapped will be com 
pelled to withdraw. 


Two Trials in Field Events. 

In the field events only two trials will be 
allowed at each height in the jump and 
pole vault, while the shotputters must submit 
their missiles to the committee not later than 
7:80 o'clock tomorrow night to have them 
officially weighed and marked. Each insti 
tution must send its coach or a representa. 
tive to the gymnasium at 4 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon for the drawings in the track 
events. 

In the hurdles, if a competitor knocks down 
one or more hurdies he will not be allowed 

@ record, and if three barriers are knocked 
8 by any runner he shall be disqualified 
Contestants wearing solled track suits will 
not be permitted to start. Aside from these 
restrictions regular outdoor conference rules 
will govern. — ;

President Johnson of the American league 
returned from Washington yesterday, arriv- 
ing at 2 o’tlock, and soon after was deep in 
a huge bunch of correspondence that had 
piled up during his absence.“ 

The Senators’ new stands will be ready for 

the opening of the season on April 12, accord- 
ing to Mr. Johnson. The plant will cost in 
the neighborhood of $150,000, and the work 
will be hustled to a finish with a big force of 
men working three shifts of elght hours each 
day. — 
The Washington club direetors have been 
assured by the contractors that the work will 
be completed so there will be no delay in the 
opening of the season, said Mr. Johnson. 
President Noyes arrived in Washington 
from Atlanta, Ga, where the Senators are 
training, while the fire was in progress. He 
immediately communicated with one of the 
largest contracting concerns in the east and 
also with the architects for the Cleveland 
plant, with the result that plans were being 
prepared for the new plant before the fire in 
the old had died out. 

Men immediately were put to work clear- 
ing away the débris left from the fire, and 
Wednesday evening when I left the capital 
the first foundations had been laid and the 
first car load of steel was expected at auy 
minute, Five hundred men were on the 
ground with prospects of more being put on 
the job as the work progresses. 


Bleachers Only Scorched. 

“Only the pavilions and grandstand will 
be completed by the opening game. The right 
field bleachers were only scorched on the 
end nearest the old grandstand and will be 
retained until after the season starts, and 
may not be replaced until late in the season 
er next year. 

“One thing is certain,“ concluded Mr. 
Johnson, “and that is that the Washington 
as well as all other fans around the American 
league circuit will know that the National 
capital is on the baseball map as a hustling 
city for the national pastime. The energy 
and business ability of President Noyes in 
getting work started on the new plant 80 
quickly cannot be too highly commended.”
